It should be sown two or three bushels to the acre, 
either in the Spring with oats or barley or in August or September with rye. If the latter, it 
will remain green all Winter. If planted in the Spring, it is the earliest crop for cutting, being 
fully a month earlier than scarlet clover, ard a full crop can be taken off the land in time for 
planting the general crops. ' 


WILD RICE 
An annual wnuich sows itself about the middle of 
SY : September, lies dormant all Winter, in Spring com- 


mences to sprout as soon as the water getS warm, 
reaches the surface in the first half of June. It grows 
very rapidly in one to four feet of water, ripens late 
in August. It should be planted broadcast from a boat 
in two or three feet of water having a mud bottom. 
It succeeds best when planted in the Fall before the ice 
forms. As an attraction for wild fowl it cannot be 
equaled. It does well along the shores of marshes and 
makes a good hay. - 


SORGHUM 


The Sorghums are divided into two classes, known 
as the saccharine and non-saccharine. Of the saccha- 
“rine, Minnesota Early Amber and Early Orange are 
the best known and most largely grown. Early Amber 
is the earliest and hardiest variety. Sorghum ‘should 
be sown after the season for corn planting, when the 
ground has become thoroughly warmed. It will 
thrive on ‘any soil that will produce corn. Prepare 
the ground as for corn and before sowing the seed, 
harrow two or three times at intervals of five to 
seven days to kill weeds. Sorghum is most useful as 
a Midsummer pasture plant, to be preceded by Winter rye and followed by rape. It should not 
be grazed before it is six inches high or after a killing frost. Drill 10 lbs. to acre. 


EARLY AMBER SUGAR CANE
